ORDER 

Plaintiff Sai submitted a complaint that fails to reflect 
in its caption his full residence address. Under Local Civil 
Rule 5.1(e) (1), "[t]he first filing by or on behalf of a party 
shall have in the caption the name and full residence address of 
the party. . . . Failure to provide the address information 
within 30 days upon filing may result in the dismissal of the 
case against the defendant." LCvR 5.1(e)(1); accord LCvR 11.1. 
Sai has moved for leave to file his complaint using a post 
office box address. Plaintiff's motion contains sufficient 
reason to grant the motion because Sai's current place of 
residence has not yet been determined. However, Sai will be 
required to comply with Local Civil Rule 5.1(e) (1) after he 
locates a permanent residence, unless the motion for a CM/ECF 
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password that Sai states he has filed is granted by the district 
judge assigned his case. Accordingly, it is hereby 

ORDERED that the motion for leave to file the complaint 
using a post office box address be, and hereby is, GRANTED. It 
is further 

ORDERED that by April 5, 2014 Sai provide the court with an 
update on his permanent address, unless his motion for a CM/ECF 
password is granted.
